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THE United States now stands clearly at the head 
of the world’s great exporting nations. We are ex- 
porting merchandise at the rate of $147,- 

Commerce 208,973 per month, nearly $4,000,000 

of the more than Great Britain, $37,000,000 
Nation. . 
more than Germany and more than 
France, the Netherlands and Japan all put to- 
gether. On the other side of the balance 
sheet the United States ranks third among the 
nations as an importer. The monthly average of im- 
portations entering the United States for the nine 
months ending with March, 1906, was $101,5006,417, or 
considerably less than half as much as Great Britain, 
whose importations during the same period averaged 
$241,390,911. 

We are piling up a balance of trade in our favor 
which is making the nations of Europe our debtors 
at a tremendous rate. Looking at this from a practical 
standpoint, it means that before long most of our 
surplus will be represented by international balances. 
This surplus can only be recovered by the importation 
of useful articles. In other words, the wealth we 
wring from the earth by our toil, the products of our 
labor, the fruit of the farm, the spoil of the mine, the 
vield of the factory, which we send abroad must come 
back to us in things we can use. 

How may we gather in this surplus without de- 
pressing our domestic industries and precipitating a 
crisis in our commercial affairs. This is the practical 
qttestion which invites the earnest consideration of 
every practical man. 

The prospect need not frighten us because the de- 
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velopment of this nation is proceeding so rapidly and 
on so large a scale that we will have no difficulty in 
absorbing the surplus of Europe without demoralizing 
our own industries, but these figures serve to mark the 
'mitation which nature establishes on the ratio of ex- 
ports and imports. If it was merely a question of buy- 
ing and selling, it would be a fine thing to sell more 
than we buy, but this is a question of the disposal 
of wealth. We cannot give away more than we get 
without gradually impoverishing ourselves. We must 
get a full return.

War death. We are sorry to say that this has 


been a favorite method with retail mer- 
chants in fighting catalogue houses. With far too 
large a number this is still the accepted method. But 
experience has taught the Chinese that their own gun- 
powder must have something more material than noise 
in front of it. They load their guns with bullets and 
find that perforating their enemies insures a quicker 
coup de grace than fright. 

Retail merchants are learning the same lesson, Ful- 
minations do not even frighten their enemies, The 
catalogue houses use rapid-fire guns and carry no 
blank cartridges. They make a great noise but with 
the noise comes the whirring purr of the steel-capped 
Mauser. The retailers need make less noise and may 
use more bullets. 

The catalogue houses are not pirates—they are 
privateers. They carry letters of marque and reprisal 
issued by Uncle Sam. They are the product of state 
socialism—born and nurtured of a beneficent paternal- 
ism. Unless we are ready to forego the benefits of 
government they cannot be successfully attacked at 
their source, They must be met in the open. 

There is reason for optimism in the fact that when 
the retailer marches determinedly upon the field of 
battle he finds his enemy much less formidable than he 
seemed at a distance. The enemy is obliged to travel 
in heavy marching order. His expenses are enormous. 
The camp-followers eat up more than the postoffice 
saves. 

It is the old story of David and Goliath over again. 
Goliath was a portentous sight. A look at him made 
the warriors of Israel faint. But the boy who con- 
trolled his legs long enough to plant a pebble in the 
giant’s forehead soon ended the Philistine phantasma. 

The retailer who advertises the enormity of buying 
from catalogue houses is simply conjuring a specter 
to stirrup his own fears. He frightens nobody else. 
Usually it results in advertising reasons why catalogue 
houses should be patronized—in other words he makes 
known his own inability to meet the catalogue house 
in free competition. 

If this were true it would still be an irrational busi- 
ness policy. But it is not true. The retailer can 
undersell the catalogue house on nearly ever item of 
merchandise he handles. Quality for quality the re- 
tailer has the best of it all along the line. If the cata- 
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logue house makes a leader of a certain article the 
retailer can do the same and the game \is won. 

But the retailer must keep awake or he will never 
know how his trade is slipping away from him. He 
must know when his enemy is offering a leader and 
what it is. Easy-chair storekeeping is the best friend 
the catalogue house has. 

“Life is real, life is earnest” 
and the merchant who desires to stay in business will 
add— 


“Let us then be up and doing, 
With a heart for any fate; 

Still achieving, still pursuing, 
Learn to labor * *.* * 


and he will not have long to wait for gratifying 
results.

Whatever may be said of the ethical principles of 
some of the great industrial corporations, however 
justly public criticism may be centered upon them for 
some oi these methods, they, nevertheless, are doing 
one work of immense benefit to the United States. 
They are showing how recklessly extravagant, on the 
whole, we have been in the use of our national re- 
sources, 

The mining, mechanical, electrical or civil engineer, 
who has been really educated so that his mind and ex- 
perience are directed along the lines which science 
marks out, is needed to prevent further waste of capital 
and of material. 

These are the men who are to show how our na- 
tional resources must be husbanded and not wastefully 
despoiled or exploited with prodigal carelessness. 

This was the point which appealed to Andrew Car- 
negie and influenced him to present to the city of New 
York a magnificent set of buildings to be used by the 
various scientific societies as a permanent home and 
laboratory. Nearly all the scientific societies in New 
York will be tenants of these buildings, each having 
sufficient apartments, assembly rooms, working rooms, 
libraries and the like set apart for them. 

It is to be in a sense, therefore, a real university. 
For, while instruction in the teclinical sense is to have 
no part there, yet teaching in the broader meaning is 
to have constant play and fullest opportunity in these 
buildings. One expert communicates to another. In- 
struction comes from discussion, and not haphazard 
discussion or mere social gossip, but that which in- 
volves the technical precision of true scientific mind 
and treatment. 

Mr. Carnegie’s gift amounted to $1.500,000. The 
societies themselves raised $500,000. Two million 
dollars have been spent upon the buildings, ground and 
equipment. 

Whatever may save, whatever may utilize what be- 
fore was waste, whatever may cause production to be 
compassed along the lines of least resistance and the 
smallest cost, efficiency being considered, will amply 
repay in a few years, this great outlay, especially if 
the result should be to teach a lesson of true economy 
in the development of American resources and espe- 
cially in preventing the waste of capital, material and 
labor.

We are informed that the world is now returning to 
the concrete age. Centuries ago, says the Buffalo Ex- 
press, those enlightened people whom we now class 
among the ancients knew how to build wonderful 
structures out of concrete. They made walls and 
columns, they made domes and arches. And some of 
the structures which grew under their hands have for 
ages been a wonder and delight to mankind. Then 
for centuries concrete practically disappeared from 
the world’s construction. Stone, rough or cut; wood, 
iron, steel, took its place, and for a time apparently the 
world almost forgot about concrete. 

But the age of this made stone is upon us once more. 
Again it is to have its day. Once more great struc- 


tures will be molded into form and will harden as- 


one solid stone, Evidences of this are to be seen on 
all sides. Railroads were among the first large build- 
ers to recognize the value of concrete in bridge and 
culvert work. Wooden trestles and bridges were long 
since rejected for iron and steel and these latter in 
many instances for magnificent erections of cut stone, 
triumphs of the masons’ art. But the day of these is 
passed. No more of them will be built, in situations 
where the concrete can be used. Concrete will take 
the place of stone. Not because it is better, perhaps, 
but because it is as good and it is cheaper and quicker 
to put in place. 

A fourteen-story building, constructed entirely of 
concrete, is now in process of erection in Minneapolis. 
No iron or steel in a structural sense is being used in 
this construction. The blocks of concrete are simply 
laid one upon another. Steel rods are laid in the con- 
crete to take up the lateral strains only. Careful tests 
of concrete blocks have determined that a building 225 
feet high can be erected before there is any danger of 
crushing the foundation blocks. 

A Chicago company engaged in the manufacture of 
glass prism sidewalks for lighting store basements is 
discarding the iron frame in which it has been custom- 
ary to lay the concrete and is laying its sidewalks en- 
tirely of glass and concrete. 

The wide use of concrete is being forced upon build- 
ers in part by natural conditions. Timber suitable for 
many building operations is becoming so scarce that 
its prices are almost prohibitive. And that perhaps is 
the greatest reason why concrete will be used more and 
more in house and factory construction. It is also fire- 
proof, its cost is not excessive, and it is far cheaper 
than fine mason work. These are reasons for the re- 
turn of the concrete age.

It is worth while to carry a line of bolts that is made 
on honor. The Columbus Bolt Works of Columbus, 
Ohio, make a complete line of bolts, rivets, nuts, wash- 
ers, carriage forgings, etc., and every item is made as 
good as it can be made. 

Is your line of builders’ hardware up to snuff? Have 
you seen the door fittings, etc., made by the Taylor & 
Boggis Foundry Company of Cleveland, Ohio? They're 
good. The T. & B. people also make a large selection 
of dampers and damper clips, oil and gas stoves, letter 
boxes, and other hardware specialties. 

The Bristol Foundry Company is a new concern re- 
cently organized at Bristol, Tennessee, by G. C. Harris 
and George Brothers, formerly in the foundry busi- 
ness at Knoxville. Their plant consists of a casting 
room, 100x60 feet, a mounting room, 75x50 feet, a 
warehouse, 75x30 feet, and a boiler house, 50x25 feet. 

When a manufacturer takes the trouble to advertise 
his goods to the consumer through pamphlets or maga- 
zines, he helps the retailer a whole lot, that is, the re- 
tailer who handles his goods. He doesn’t do other re- 
tailers any good. A cleaning and lubricating oil is the 
“*3-in-one” made by the G. W. Cole Company, corner 
Broadway and Liberty streets, New York City. “3- 
in-one” is unique in the fact that it cleans, polishes, 
prevents rust and lubricates the metal it is applied to. 

The heart of the oil stove is in the burner, and 
where trouble is most apt to arise is in starting the 
flame. The starting ring is a simple thing but it must 
be made right or the stove will not be right. The S. 
M. Howes Company, 40-46 Union street, Boston, 
Massachusetts, make a specialty of starting rings: for 
blue flame stoves. Both sides of this ring are cov- 
ered with perforated tin. They are put up one dozen 
rings in a package and labeled. They are made for 
about sixty different kinds of oil stoves. They are 
an indispensable article in every hardware dealer’s 
store. 

The W. F. Green Co. of Mechanicsville, N. Y., are 
nicely settled in their new factory and are running 
smoothly, having more orders on hand now than at any 
previous time in their history. They have a model 
plant. The main building is 34 by 99 feet, three 
stories, with an ell 24x79 feet, three stories. They 
have a warehouse 30x66 feet, another warehouse 24x 

60 feet two stories. They have installed considerable 
special machinery with labor-saving devices, and are 
in good shape to handle their rapidly increasing busi- 
ness. They own 100 horse-power machinery con- 
nected with water motor, and 88 horse-power turbine 
engine. Their Mr. Bountecou is aggressive and ex- 
pects to increase their output by introducing new 
novelties in stove trimmings and hardware specialties.

The following paper was read by Mr. George Mit- 
chell, of the Pittston Stove Co., Pittston, Pa., at the 
convention of the National Association of Stove Man- 
ufacturers in New York a week ago. A copy was 
mailed to this office in ample time to reach us for our 
regular report of that convention, but for some reason 
failed to arrive until the following Monday. 

It is not the custom of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN to 
report a convention a week or ten days after it has 
happened, but this address is too good to pass by. With 
proper apologies to Mr. Mitchell for the unavoidable 
omission of his paper last week, we publish it in full. 
To our readers we believe we need offer no apologies 
—they will be too well pleased with the address. 





The establishment of so many local associations, virtually 
covering the entire field of our operations, has been the means 
of correcting to a very great extent the many evil practices 
that beset us all locally, and we must acknowledge, our presi- 
dent, with an eye to our future welfare, has wisely chosen 
this subject for discussion. 

The proposition, or indictment if you please, is that mem- 
bers of local associations demand equitable selling prices in 
their respective territories but as soon as they cross the lines 
demarking their limit, proceed to cut prices to the detriment 
and annoyance of the members of their neighboring associa- 
tions. 

Is this a true indictment? Perhaps in a few cases it is 
not, but we regret to say it is undeniably true in many in- 
stances. This is a deplorable condition and, sooner or later, 
unless a remedy be found, will cause friction and trouble be- 
tween members of the various associations with consequent 
financial loss. 

There are, it is said, reasons for all things, be they good 
or bad, and were we able to ascertain these reasons we would 
then be in a position to prove their fallibility. 

I am inclined to think the most prevalent source of this 
trouble is due to the mistaken policy some of our good friends 
and competitors pursue in chasing that “Will o’ the Wisp,” 
Volume or Output. 

This is a most enticing proposition, | am told, and it 
furnishes for the time being, a more plausible argument or 
excuse for the commission of the offense, if I may so term 
it, than can be offered by the manufacturer who does it, 
“Just Because.” 











We may labor with the latter and will more than likely 
succeed in getting him to stop the vicious practice for the 
same reason that he did it viz., “Just Because.” 

In the case of the former, however, does it not appeal to 
you, if his madness apparently has method, that he probably 
employs some method in the general conduct of his business? 
That he is in error as to a part of his business policy does not 
warrant us in concluding that he is all wrong, therefore, we 
should endeavor to use reason with him. 

Surely the cost of selling and distributing in the outside 
territory is greater than in his own local territory. For 
obvious reasons his percentage of losses will also bé greater 
and in many other ways you will agree that his costs, as far 
as the output in the outside territory is concerned, will be 
materially increased, hence, we should be able to convince 
him that instead of cutting prices, a safe and sane business 
policy would lead him to sell his goods at a higher price than 
the local manufacturer. At least, no less. 

In discussing this subject with other manufacturers | 
have heard it advanced that it would be a good rule to permit 
members of one association to sell goods in the territory of 
another association at a moderate percentage less than pre- 
vailing prices. The argument offered is—that the outsider. is 
under great disadvantage because of his distance from the 
place of operation, and that it is necessary to offer the buyer 
some discount in order to interest him and also to reimburse 
him for the trouble and inconvenience in handling and intro- 
ducing the outside goods. 

Arguments of this nature do not seem to be forceful. At 
the same time, if an arrangement permitting the selling of 
goods by outsiders at a slight discount under home manu- 
facturers were decided upon, it would be a step in the right 
direction and would be a vast improvement on present condi- 
tions in some localities. 

The striving for an increase in output is of course laud- 
able but is it not more easily and legitimately obtained in 
some sections of the country than others? And is not the 
greatest complaint of cutting of prices in the territory of a 
neighboring association, found in those sections where there 
is the least opportunity for a large natural increase in sales? 
If this deduction is a correct one, how much greater is the 
necessity for co-operation? 

One thing is certain, and that is, no one manufacturer is 
going to have a monopoly of the “cut price volume getting” 
scheme. He may revel in it for a time, but when it becomes 
oppressive to the manufacturer who at present is busily. en- 
gaged in disposing of his goods at a reasonable profit, he may 
then be compelled to devote his time and attention to a well 
directed retaliatory effort in his own home territory. How- 
ever, let us not look at this phase of the question for we are 
not interested in retaliation, or even recrimination, but in 
co-operation. 


During the past, few years we have enjoyed a taste of the. 


good things afforded by a well conducted business, but is 
there one to deny that, considering the amount of capital re- 
quired, and the executive ability demanded by the stove in- 
dustry, it is about as poorly remunerative as any kindred 
industry. Let any manufacturer here take the trouble to 
analyze his profits for 1905 and I think he will be surprised to 
learn the figure his profits on repairs, and the like, bear to 
the profits on his manufactured and mounted product, and at 
once we will have gained a radical supporter of co-operation 
in selling prices in each other’s territory. 

It may be that some of us feel the time is not ripe for a 
move of this nature but I believe they are in error. In view 
of the possibilities of the future, one must conclude there 
never was a more propitious time in the history of the stove 
business than the present moment. 

The number ‘of local associations we now have has 
brought us all nearer to each other and it should be an easy 
matter to formulate some plan, and considering what it means 
to each and every one of us, I can conceive of no greater 
benefits now to be derived from our organization. That we 
ought to be able to do it is without question. That we will, 
is, I trust, not without hope. 

But how shall co-operation be brought about? I know of 
no better solution of the problem than the submission of the 
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matter to the associations themselves under the direction of 
the officers of our National Association. After a full and 
free discussion of the question now or in the immediate 
future, it will undoubtedly be within the range of ‘possibility 
to hold a meeting of committees of the various associations 
at some central point, at which we may succeed in evolving 
a plan acceptable to each and all. 

Or, if it be deemed wiser, the matter could be taken up 
by each association and the secretaries instructed to meet, 
compare notes and report. I doubt if it would require many 
meetings before these gentlemen, whom I believe to be fully 
capable of safeguarding our several interests, would be able 
to present a plan worthy of our consideration and adoption 

At this point let me digress from the subject for a mo 
ment and suggest we might make a further use of our secre- 
taries. Would it not be a desirable innovation if our secre- 
taries were to hold regular conferences and exchange views 
and information concerning trade matters and conditions? 
How many times facts and figures obtained in this way would 
have been of the greatest benefit in straightening out tangles 
which have occurred from a want of proper information.

In conclusion let me remind you of how much we owe 
to the existence of our local associations and if we can add 
to the many benefits we have enjoyed, successful co-operation 
in selling prices in each other’s territory, it would seem as if 
we had obtained about all that could be desired or expected. 

I deem it quite in order to congratulate ourselves on the 
most excellent understanding the members of our several 
associations seem to enjoy with each other. Surely never in 
the life of our industry has there been a more fraternal feel- 
ing and we can assign it all to our local associations. 

We are nearer to each other than we were one year ago, 
and a look into the future gives us every occasion to com- 
placently await coming events. We know now, more than 
ever, that our ranks are full of men of honor and integrity 
and that our agreements will be more than fairly well lived 
up to. While we do not look for the immediate arrival of the 
millennium may we not hope, with co-operation in selling 
prices in each other’s territory, we will be even more at peace 
with each other and more likely to continue to realize a rea- 
sonable return on our investments.

To secure this rate certain steps must be taken, which 
are as follows: 

When purchasing your tickets from starting point to Hot 
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Springs, at the same time you ask for the regular one-way 
ticket, for which you pay the regular tariff rate, instruct the 
ticket agent to give you a certificate, properly filled out and 
signed, You will please turn this certificate over to the rail- 
road secretary at the first opportunity upon your arrival, in 
order that it may be properly endorsed, when it will be re- 
turned to you. By presenting certificate to the ticket agent 
at Hot Springs, he will give you a return ticket to the point 
from which you started, at one-third regular fare, but under 
no consideration will reduction be allowed until you have a 
certificate, and it properly endorsed. 

The reduction on this certificate plan will be effective 
from starting point June 8 to 14, and will be good to retrin 
until June 109. 

It will be observed that from all points east of the Missis- 
sippi river and south of the Ohio river and Washington, the 
round trip rate will be one far, plus 25 cents, while from 
all other sections the rate will be one and one-third fare for 
the round trip, plus 25 cents. 

It will probably be less expensive for those who live near 
the boundary line to purchase a local ticket to terminal points, 
and from there secure the round trip ticket

A NEW PLANT. 





The National Cutlery Company of Detroit has com- 
bined its old plant, located at Bates and Atwater 
streets, with its axe factory, formerly located at Eaton 
Rapids, Mich., in a new plant just completed and occu- 
pied at Lawton avenue and the Michigan Central rail- 
road tracks, Detroit. 

The new plant is entirely modern, the equipment be- 


ing of the latest construction and design. The plant’ 


consists of four buildings, three of which are 40x200 
feet.

The entire plant is of single. story con- 
struction, with a 3-foot brick wall and glass to the 
roof, which is supported by 12-inch brick columns 8 
feet apart.

LOST THEIR SAN FRANCISCO HOUSE. 





E. C. Atkins & Company, the Indianapolis saw man- 
ufacturers, announce that their branch house at 21-23 
Main Street, San Francisco, with all of its contents, 
consisting of a complete line of Atkins’ circular, band, 
cross cut, hand and other saws, and mill specialties, 
was entirely destroyed by fire during the recent catas- 
trophe. Their house was locted three blocks from 
the Southern Pacific Ferry and about half a_ bloek 
from Market Street, right in the center of the earliest 
conflagration. 

Mr. N. A. Gladding, vice-president and secretary of 
the company, was enroute to Spokane, Seattle, Port- 
land and San Francisco on the day of the earthquake 
and on receiving word of the terrible calamity which 
befell the latter city, he hastened to that place, arriving 
at Oakland, Tuesday morning, April 24th. 

He found that their San Francisco manager, R. W. 
Neighbor, with the usual enterprise and push that is 
characteristic of the Atkins people, had, on Friday the 
twentieth, already secured a temporary office at 1055 
Broadway, Oakland, and had notified the trade that he 
was ready for business. After spending several days 
studying the situation, it was decided to prepare still 
further for future business and Mr. Gladding there- 
fore leased a ware room at 862 Market Street, Oak- 
land, which will be the temporary location of the San 
Francisco branch until further notice. They have 
a large, well lighted place, splendidly suited for car- 
rying a stock of goods such as they manufacture, giv- 
ing ample office room, etc. 

On the morning of Mr. Gladding’s arrival in Oak- 
land, he was fortunate enough to secure a pass from 
the governor of California, permitting him to go 
through the military line both in Oakland and San 
Francisco. Together with Mr. Neighbor he traversed 
the scene of the catastrophe, comprising about four 
hundred and fifty blocks. The desolation, Mr. Glad- 
ding says, was simply indescribable and heart rending. 
It is one of those things that is absolutely beyond ex- 
aggeration. In fact the half will never be told or even 
realized by the sufferers themselves, let alone the peo- 
ple outside. 

Mr. Gladding returned from San Francisco on Sat- 
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urday, May 12th. In his opinion there is no doubt 
about the rebuilding of San Francisco on a more sub- 
stantial and more beautiful plan than before and that 
business in all lines will in due course, assume greater 
volume than ever before.

INTERSECTIONS OF PYRAMID—RECTANGULAR BASE—THE 
TOP INTERSECTIONS ARE IN THE FORM OF A CIRCLE, A 
SQUARE, AND A RECTANGLE—ONE PATTERN ANSWERS 
FOR ALL THE INTERSECTIONS—GENERAL DESCRIPTION 
OF THE PLATE. 

This illustration represents a pyramid, intersected by 

a plane parallel to the base. The base is a rectangle. 

In the sheet metal trade the illustration is intended to 

represent a smoke stack for a chimney—two bricks, 

seventeen inches on one side—the other side is one and 


a half bricks, thirteen inches. The opening at the top 
as shown in plan is a circle 4-inch radius. This open- 
ing is also shown in elevation at the left of the plate 
by the iine 8 inches. 
the opening as a square, 614 inches on a side inscribed 


The plan at the left also shows 
in a circle. The central figure in the plan represents 
the top opening as a rectangle, as shown in elevation. 
The opening is 5% inches on one side. The plan figure 
at right shows the other side of the rectangle. In the 
elevation the other side of opening is marked 7 inches. 
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drawn on which an elevation is constructed. The open- 
ing on a diagonal line is 9 inches, 

The pattern is shown in one piece. The drawing was 
made so as to cut the full size pattern in two pieces, out 
of a sheet of iron 30 inches wide, as shown by the 
figures 2-6” in the dotted line at pattern. 

Note.—This problem was laid out full size. All 
figures are taken from the full-size drawing. If you 
have occasion to make a base this size you can use the 
radius figures on the side of pattern. Describe an arc 
of a circle, mark off the base as shown in the pattern, 
then describe the small arc at the top, draw the lines 
as shown. A line drawn through the center of the 
thirteen-inch base gives one-half of full pattern. The 
dotted curved line at top allows 2” lap for a straight 
joint to connect with base. 

One pattern answers for the square top, round top 
and rectangular top. This is a standard size of a small 
chimney top. I always made paper patterns for stand- 
ard sizes of stacks and kept them handy so as not. to 
interfere with my time in attending to cornice work. 
If you do so, you will find that you can utilize a pat- 
tern to good advantage. For some size base that the 
pattern was not cut out for, you can consider the diag- 
onal base line as the diameter of a cone. Measure the 
circumference of the circle of the base on the pattern 
sheet. Join the points with the center, giving a pattern 
for a right cone. 

HOW TO MAKE DRAWINGS. 

Commence at the left figure in plan. The plan on 
the original ink drawing was made to a scale, one and 
one-half inches to a foot or one-eighth full size. As 
the drawing was reduced one-half to make the plate, 
then the plate drawing is one-sixteenth full size or a 
scale of three-fourths inch to a foot. It is better for 
the reader of this article to construct the figure twice 
the size of the plate. My description will be given 
on that basis. 

Construct a rectangle 2% by 1% inches. Draw 
the diagonals, describe the circle one inch diameter, in- 
scribe a square in the circle. On a full-size drawing 
the corners of the square will project beyond the circle, 
three-fourths of an inch on each side of each corner. 
The side of the square must be 6% inches. As the 
opening at the top is eight inches diameter, I tock 25 
inches for circumference of the circle. The four sides 
of the square are equal to 25 inches. Draw the re- 
maining lines as shown in plan and mark the figures as 
shown. The full-size elevation is constructed by draw- 
ing a vertical line through the center point of the circle, 
three feet, three inches high from the base line as 
shown by the figures in the elevation. The elevation 
on the plate shows one-half of the wide side on the left 
of the vertical line. On the right of the vertical, you 
will see one-half the end turned around so as to make 
one drawing answer for the two views. The dotted 
lines in plan show the diagonal revolved parallel to the 
long sides of the rectangle. Draw the vertical dotted 
lines intersecting the base line, and continue to inter- 
sect the horizontal line four inches above the base 
in points. Join each point with the top point of the 
vertical line giving the hip inclined edge of the pyramid 
or smoke stack. The slant sides of the smoke stack 


At the right of the plate in plan a diagonal line is 
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intersect the hips in a point, one foot ten inches above 
the horizontal line drawn four inches above the base 


line. Mark a point at intersection of slant sides and ° 


hips. Draw a horizontal line eight inches, completing 
plan and full-size elevation of this figure. 


PLAN AND ELEVATION OF CENTRAL FIGURE. 


In the plan of the central figure, the end of the rect- 
angle is in the front view. The plan of the base is the 
same size as the figure just completed. The opening at 
the top is a rectangle. The view in elevation shows 
one end, five and one-half inches, the length of line 
drawn through the top opening to intersect, the hip 
lines is 9” as shown in the diagonal view. In the first 
figure this line is eight inches so in this figure the ver- 
tical line drawn through the center point of plan is 
two and one-fourth inches higher than in the first 
figure as shown. The difference in height amounts to 
nothing in the pattern. Draw the plan and elevation 
of this central figure as shown. The diagonal plan is 
constructed by drawing the size of the base. A long 
side in front view, draw the diagonals, small rectangle 
and circle if you desire but the circle is not necessary. 
The corners of the rectangle project beyond the circle 
seven-eighths inch on one side, five-eighths inch on the 
other side of the circle on each corner. In the right 
view the opening at the top of rectangle is shown seven 
inches in elevation. In the diagonal view, the width 
of the diagonal line across the opening is nine inches. 
The hip lines in the diagonal view, are drawn from the 
diagonal base line to a point on the top passing through 
the ends of the nine-inch line as shown. The curved 
lines joining the central figure in elevation, with the 
diagonal in elevation, were drawn to show the connec- 
tion between the lines. One figure is the same height 
as the other. 

PATTERNS FOR THE SMOKE STACK. 

Rectangular base-top being square; round or rect- 
angular. 

The dividers are set the length of the hip line in the 
diagonal elevation from the base of the diagonal line to 
the point at the vertex. Describe a curve as shown. 
assume any point on the curve. I drew a horizontal 
line equal in length to the long side of the rectangle 17 
inches, intersecting the curve, from the point on right 
end. I spaced 6% inches, one-half the length of the 
small side of the rectangle. From the point on left I 
spaced 13 inches, then 17 inches and 6%. inches, in- 
tersecting the curve in points. Draw lines from the 
points on curve, joining each other and also to the 
center point of the curve. The small curve at top is 
the distance from the vertex to the 9” diagonal line, 
measured on the hip line. Describe the curve inter- 
secting the lines drawn to center. The extreme lines 
will join when the pattern is formed in shape. Allow a 
lap'on one side to rivet or a small lap on each side to 
groove together. Allow the vertical face of stack on 
the base. Draw lines through the center line of each 
side to center point intersecting the small curve at top 
opening in points, Draw the gore-lines from the cor- 
nérs in base to intersect the points last named, com- 
pleting a pattern, that answers for the three stacks. 
Rectangular base, seventeen inches by thirteen inches 
and top opening a circle eight inches diameter, a square 
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six and one-four inches on a side, or a rectangle five 
and one-half inches by seven inches. 

For the rectangular top opening bend on the hip 
lines. For the circle at top opening bend on the gore- 
lines, each side of the hip lines. For the square top 
opening divide the top curve into four equal parts and 
bend on the lines, which would be drawn to corner of 
base. The figures are taken from a full-size pattern 
sheet. 

The circumference of the circle is twenty-five 
inches. The four sides of the square measure twenty- 
five inches, also the sides of the rectangle. The pat- 
terns for all the tapering forms of pipes can best be 
laid out by making a diagonal elevation and describing 
a curve as in this case. The size of the opening at top 
always gives itself by drawing the lines from the base 
to the center point. Always divide a plan as in this 
case and draw the lines from the outside corners to the 
plan of the top opening. In the pattern for the round 
top, you bend on the lines slightly and smooth down 
the top to a round form to receive a round joint of 


pipe. 
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A WASH BOILER FACTORY. 





A factory devoted entirely to the production of tin 
and copper wash boilers is an interesting place to visit. 
The facility which comes from specializing on one 
class of work is amazing. A hand-made wash boiler 
is a hand-made wash boiler and cannot be made by 
machinery. The only parts of the wash boiler that 
are made by machinery are the handles and sometimes 
the covers, although stamped covers are not as desir- 
able as hand made two-piece covers. 

A visit to P. Mosheik’s wash boiler factory at 421 
South Halsted street, Chicago, Illinois, is a revelation 
in the tinners’ art. Fifty boilers per day for each man 
employed is the record of the factory and this means 
the complete process from taking the tin plate out of 
the boxes to crating the completed boilers and deliver- 
ing them to wholesale dealers or to the freight station. 
Tools are used to be sure and many kinds of tools, in- 
cluding cutters, folders, wirers, shapers, groovers, 
double seamers and swagers, but every process is put 
through by hand and under the careful eye of a man 
who makes wash boilers and does nothing else. 

This factory is a busy place and yet every step in 
the operation of manufacture is so well systematized 
that there is no confusion and the tin seems to flow 
through a well-oiled machine, beginning on one side 
of the shop and coming out on the other side, ready 
for the user. 

This factory makes everything from a boiler with 
a number seventeen bottom, to wholesale at thirty-five 
cents each, up to an eighteen-ounce copper boiler to 
wholesale at $40 a dozen. Charcoal plate is used for 
the better grades and coke plate for the cheaper grades 
of boilers. 

Mr. Mosheik has had eighteen years’ experience in 
the manufacture of wash boilers and he personally su- 
perintends the manufacture of the product of his plant. 
He oversees every detail and gives careful attention to 
the turning out of a perfect product. He has been in 
business for himself since 1891 and is known far and 
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wide as the “wash boiler man.” The capacity of his 
factory is taxed to meet the demand. 
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WILL ENLARGE THEIR PLANT. 


The Delphos Can Company, novelty manufacturers 
at Delphos, Ohio, will hold a stockholders’ meeting on 
June 4th, when the company will be reorganized and 
the capital increased from $75,000 to $200,000. This 
was decided upon at a recent directors’ meeting. 

The company is now giving employment to about 
128 people, and it is their intention to erect an addi- 
tional three-story building, 60x140 feet in size, equip- 
ped for manufacturing éaves-trough, conductor pipe, 
ridge roll, etc. . 

Another building, 60x200 feet in size, will be erect- 
ed and will be devoted exclusively to a galvanizing de- 
partment, it being the intention of the company to buy 
black sheets and do their own galvanizing. 

There will be no change in the personnel of the of- 
ficers of the company. They are: A. B. King, presi- 
dent; C. Bruce Hardman, vice-president, and H. L. 
Leilich, secretary and treasurer. 

The company expects to add about seventy-five peo- 
ple to their force as the result of these improvements.

ARTIFICING IN SHEET METAL. 





The widespread and increasing use of sheet metal in 
various forms in structural work, especially in the de- 
tails of finishing, would Be surprising to the layman 
who sees nothing but brick and mortar, wood and glass 
and steel frame work in the buildings which rise 
around him. He scarcely ever gives a thought to the 
cornice, corrugated conductor pipe or the metal ceil- 
ings which enter largely into the finis of the building. 

In San Francisco at the present time as well as in 
the new cities of the frontier, the use of sheet iron,

molded in various forms for ihe outside of buildings, is 
common and not only lends itself readily to fine archi- 
tectural effects, but permits a rapidity of construction 
not otherwise possible. 

A visit to a large and modern factory such as that 
operated by the Friedley-Voshardt Company, Inc., 194- 
204 Mather Street, Chicago, Illinois, gives a hint of the 
quantity of sheet metal materials used in various forms 
in structural work. This factory is a large four-story 
structure and is completely equipped with the most 
modern machinery for producing various forms of 
sheet metal work. The variety of calls for this class 
of work is somewhat astonishing. First and foremost 
comes their stamped metal ceiling, of which it is nec- 
essary for them to carry on hand in stock ready for 
shipment large quantities of various. designs. 
Corrugated iron, imitation brick and beaded siding, 
conductor pipe, ornamental architectural work and 
stock tanks follow as a matter of course, but this by no 
means defines the commercial limitations of the plant. 

At the present time they are at work upon a special 
design for a unique nickel-in-the-slot machine of 
which they are making several thousand. It 
consists of a basket and setting hen, stamped 
out of zinc. A _ nickel in the slot will’ prompt- 
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ly induce the obliging hen to lay an egg. A large num- 
ber of ornamental easel frames with space for a mirror 
are being made for a prominent brewery company. 
This factory has also recently made ten thousand let- 
ters of a new design for electric signs. They were 
made of twenty gauge steel. Bronze and copper statu- 
ary in special designs come in the ordinary course of 
business in this factory and many beautiful pieces have 
been turned out. -Much of the antique armor and 
arms used upon the stage, also come from this West 
Side factory. They are just getting ready to put upon 
the market a new and very handsome line of ham- 
mered copper steins, vases and candle sticks, suitable 
for the decoration of dens and dining rooms. We men- 
tion these things merely to illustrate what a great 
metal stamping plant is called upon to accomplish. The 
question of how they accomplish it is very interesting 
and we believe will be especially instructive to the 
practical t'nners and sheet metal workers who read 
THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

Beginning on the top floor where the work naturally 
starts, we visit the modeling room and find several 
artists busily at work making clay models from 
sketches made by the draftsmen in the office. The clay 
models are made with great care and they must be kept 
moist until they have fulfilled their purposes, as the 
drying of the model would warp the design. A cast 
is then made from the model with plaster of paris and 
this is carefully worked over by the modelers to make 
sure that every portion of the design is perfect. The 
cast is then given a heavy backing of plaster of paris 
and sent down to the molding room. Here it is packed 
in sand and large flasks and heavy steel dies threé or 
four inches in thickness are cast, after which the plas- 
ter of paris casts are sent to the patterns room and 
kept for future use. 

The Friedley-Voshardt plant is equipped with five 
pneumatic hammers, operated by compressed air, and 
nine presses. Zinc, copper and steel are used for the 
various articles produced. After a run is made of any 
one design, the steel dies are thrown back into the 
melting pot. 

The corrugating department occupies a large room 
by itself in which there are a number of huge ma- 
chines which make corrugated iron, beaded iron and 
imitation brick. Another room is devoted to the cop- 
per plating plant, which is equipped with a dynamo, 
plating and washing tanks. The third floor is occu- 
pied by the assembling room, in which a large force of 
men are at work putting together the various parts of 
the set pieces, such as capitals, cornices, statuary, etc. 
In this department the Friedley Voshardt Company 
have recently begun the manufacture of enameled bath 
tubs made of heavy galvanized steel. 

On the first floor a large force of men were busily 
at work making stock and water tanks. This depart- 
ment is equipped with large shears, punches, and pneu- 
matic riveters. It has been running nights for some 
time, but is still several weeks behind with its orders. 
The result of this unusual experience was evident in 
the bare condition of the galvanized sheet warehouse 
where they usually have from fifteen to twenty car 
loads of sheets on hand. or 

The packing room is conveniently arranged for the 
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prompt shipment of orders and is equipped with both 
band and circular saws for making boxes and crates. 

Leaving the plant as we entered it through the main 
office, we carry away the impression of a live and up- 
to-date concern with not only a first-class factory, but 
a wide-awake selling force and a well systematized of- 
fice machine.

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TIN-PLATE INDUSTRY. 





Consul D. W. Williams, of Cardiff, reports that 
there is a marked depression in the tin-plate trade of 
Wales. It began to be felt when the disturbances oc- 
curred last year in the Russian oil field. 

In 1904 Russia bought 30,530 tons of tinned plates 
and tinned sheets from the Welsh makers, but its de- 
mand fell off rapidly during the last months in 1905, 
and -it has now practically disappeared, for the Welsh 
exports to Russia during the three months ending 
March 31, 1906, amounted to only 219 tons. There 
has been also a steady falling off in the exports to 
Canada and the United States, as indicated by the fol- 
lowing table, comparing the first quarter in 1906 with 
the corresponding period in 1905:

The exports to Germany, Holland, Belgium, France, 
Portugal, India, and Australia during the same period 
show slight increases, but there was a net decrease in 
the total exports for the quarter, as they fell to 91,771 
tons, as compared with 95,659 tons for the corre- 
sponding quarter in 1905. The new German tariff led 
to purchases in anticipation, which swelled the Welsh 
exports during the past six months, but they have now 
ceased, which adds to the depression. Overproduction 
is another cause.

The prices of other 
materials are higher than they were last vear. 

The effect of the depression has been the terminating 
of the twenty-eight-day contracts with the men and 
the inaugurating of week to week or day to day con- 
tracts. Some mills have stopped, and many others 
will be forced to stop unless conditions change.

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Trade Report. 


PIG TIN REACTS SHARPLY. 


Heavy profit-taking transactions, indulged in by the 
long interests in the London pig tin market who have 
believed that they saw an excellent opportunity for 
realizing on their recent purchases, caused a sharp 
reaction in that center Wednesday, and continued 
Thursday. The decline in prices, which followed 
quickly upon the selling operations of the big traders, 
was augmented materially by the official report on the 
shipments from the Straits during the first half of 
May, which showed an increase of 428 tons when 
compared with the shipments during the correspond- 
ing period last year. 

American markets gave evidence of prompt sym- 
pathy with the London decline, showing a falling off 
of 3c per pound for pig tin by Thursday night. 

Powell’s cable, which was received by the New 
York Metal Exchange Wednesday, announced that 
the shipments from the Straits in the first half of this 
month aggregated 2,733 tons, compared with 2,305 
tons in the corresponding period last year. 


TIN PLATE. 

The increasing cost of pig tin is causing many of 
the leading tin plate mills to consider the advisability 
of raising the prices of their products materially with- 
ing the next few days. They are now holding their 
prices on the basis of $3.60 f. 0. b. mill for prompt 
shipments of coke tins, 14x20, 100 lbs. The domestic 
demand continues very active and in London tin 
plates are 1s higher at 14c. 


SHEET ZINC, 


There is an active demand for sheet zinc, which is 
being offered by the leading producers on the basis of 
$7.75 per 100 lbs. f. o. b. smelter, subject to the reg- 
ular extras for odd sizes. Prices on cask lots in job- 
bers’ hands are still being held at $8.25@8.50 per 100 


lbs, 


LEAD. 
Dealers in desilverized lead raised their prices on 
spot offerings of this grade another 10 points Wednes- 


day on the continued scarcity of available stocks 
and the increasing demand of consumers. From 


5.85(@5.95c, spot prices advanced to 5.95@6c per Ib. 
The buying movement was not curtailed in any way 
by the higher figures and producers continued to hold 
shipments from the west within 30 days at 5.75c for 
the desilverized grade and at 5.85c for the corroding 
grade. Ordinary brands of soft Missouri lead were 
well maintained in St. Louis at 5.85c, but the choice 
and chemical brands brought slightly higher figures. 
The soft Spanish grade registered a net advance of 
6s 3d in the London market, closing in that center at 
£17 7s 6d, while the soft English grade recorded a 
net advance of 17s 6d by closing at £17 12s 6d. 


COPPER. 

Additional purchases for August delivery were ef- 
fected this week by domestic and foreign consumers 
of electrolytic and lake grades, which were firmly held 
at the recent advance in prices. Wire and electrical 
equipment manufacturers, in the east placed several 
new orders for electrolytic metal for August delivery 
on the basis of 185¢c, delivered, net 30 days, and also 
contracted for small lots of this grade for June and 
July deliveries at 1834c. European melters also 
bought electrolytic for August shipment at 1834c, de- 
livered at Continental points, while home consumers 
purchased special brands of the lake grade for August 
shipment at 187¢c and took small lots for deliveries in 
June and July at 19c. Casting grades were well main- 
tained at 1814 @18%c for all deliveries. 


SOLDER. 

Owing to the scarcity of tin and lead, the price of 
solder has advanced sharply and will probably remain 
at a high point for at least 60 days. Pig lead ad- 
vanced 15c¢ per 100 lbs. on May 11, the domestic sup- 
ply being very short. 


THE HARDWARE SITUATION. 


Continued activity is reported by jobbers in all lines 
of seasonable hardware, especially builders’ supplies. 
window screens and poultry netting, and the month’s 
business shows a considerable increase over 1905. 

Bright wire goods are advanced ten per cent. 

The most important news of the week in hardware 
circles is the announcement made by several large fac- 
tories that they had taken their salesmen off the road 
and could ask for no more business until their produc- 
tion had caught up with the business already upon 
their books. 

The high cost of materials and the prospective ad- 
vance in cost is certain to result in increased prices 
generally for finished products. Permits for new 
buildings in Chicago during April aggregated more 
than $12,000,000, being greater than any similar period 
in its history. 


SHEETS. 


Although prices in sheets quoted in these’ columns 
a week ago continue, an early advance is predicted. 
[Independent mills are firmly maintaining official quo- 
tations, on account of the high cost of raw materials. 
All mill shipments are being held from six weeks to 
two months and jobbers’ sticks are rather light. The 
market is practically devoid of number twenty-six and 
number twenty-seven gage galvanized iron, and the 
same situation prevails in black sheets. All conces- 
sions have been withdrawn by independent mills owing 
to the cost of raw material being the highest in two 
years. Several mills are obliged to quote above the 
market in order to escape business. 
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WIRE PRODUCTS. 

Brisk business is reported all along the line in wire 
goods. The continuous demand indicates light stock 
all over the country. All wire men declare the pres- 
ent demand has no precedent in wire history. The 
San Francisco wants continue to draw heavily in nails, 
but the nail demand all over the country is keeping up 
much better than usual. The railroads are still taking 
most of the new barb wire tonnage. Prices are very 
firm, carload lots to jobbers, Chicago delivery, being 
quoted as follows: Wire nails, $2; painted barbed 
wire, $2.15 ; galvanized barbed wire, $2.45 ; smooth an- 
nealed wire, $1.85; smooth galvanized wire, $2.15; 
polished staples, $2.15; galvanized staples, $2.40. 
Carload lots to retailers, 5c higher than above prices; 
less than carload lots, 15c higher. 


STRUCTURAL MATERIAL. 


The lull which prevailed .in structural iron and steel 
as the result of the structural iron workers’ strike since 
May 1st and who have just returned to work, has 
ended, and all local shops are now busy. Track 
elevation work in Chicago will mean an enormous 
amount of material, and western roads also contem- 
plate extensive renewals in maintenance of way. 
There is no doubt but the longshoremen’s strike ended 
just in time to avert serious inconvenience to the whole 
Pittsburgh region. A violent rise in the price of 
ore was imminent, but now the twenty thousand men 
have gone back to work and the raw material is being 
hurried down the lakes. The haste -of the Pennsyl- 
vania company to purchase such a huge amount of 
steel rails last week is taken as a positive indication 
that a rise in price of steel is expected. Heretofore 
the annual order of this road has been placed in the 
fall, therefore it seems that the knowing ones in the 
Pennsylvania company know what they are doing by 
ordering early. The small buyers will later feel the 
brunt of this advance. Structural fitters are making 
larger specifications just now than at any time pre- 
viously in the year. The recent strike tied up all the 
steel construction work in Chicago, which is now being 
rapidly pushed. 


IRON AND STEEL. 


The pig iron market continues good and stocks are 
light and need heavy replenishments. Late orders 
have been for small lots generally because of the un- 
settled condition resulting from large basic and 
malleable purchasers. Local consumers look for rapid 
advance in pig iron as soon as the low-priced fur- 
naces are filled up. Although the tendency during 
the week in review has been weakening, the only 
changes in the market are as follows:

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Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
letter : 

The week has developed a number of inquiries of fair 
size, but actual transactions have been limited. There is a 
tremendous amount of iron in movement on contracts and 
this is all being promptly consumed. Sales of southern iron 
are in excess of the make for the same period, and this has 
been the case for several weeks. In the north the demand 
for Basic, Bessemer and special irons is strong, with many 
of the grades scarce. 

Several reassuring incidents have occurred, chief among 
them being the recovery of the stock market, a better tone 
in all industrials, satisfactory adjustment of the anthracite 
coal strike and the lake longshoremen’s difficulty, although 
at the present writing the last is reported to be in trouble and 
far from settled owing to further disagreement. 

A most remarkable advance in the price of copper, tin 
and other metals has so far had no appreciable effect on pig 
iron, again demonstrating the strength of the latter and for 
once its freedom from outside influences, either up or down. 
It is strongly intrenched in a position of its own and it is 
firmly believed will so continue for the balance of the year 
at least. 

With consumption proceeding at a phenomenal rate, with 
no accumulations of total stocks in furnace yards and little 
change in production, the market condition justifies all that 
has been said of it. 

Coke continues without change. The movement is easier 
and production is being well maintained. 


John McVoy & Co. report a decided strengthening in the 
condition of the metal market. Galvanized sheets are scarce 
and the stocks are broken—the same applies to black sheets 
and roofing. A large number of carload orders have been 
placed for spot shipment from Chicago for San Francisco 
the same applies to tinplate. Mills are slow in deliveries be 
cause of further depletion of stocks. An advance on tinplate 
may be expected in the near future. Price on solder con 
tinues to advance. Warranted solder is now selling in large 
lots at 28c per pound and will probably reach 30c per pound 
in the near future.

Matthew Addy & Company of Cincinnati will say in their 
weekly letter : 

Things have been comparatively quiet during the past 
week so far as inquiry and actual orders are concerned, and 
we seem to have what may be termed a “waiting market.” 
Statistically the situation is strong, for consumption goes on 
at an unprecedented rate, and furnace yards—especially in 
the South—are almost bare; and yet there seems to be a gen 
eral disposition among consumers to hold off purchasing as 
long as possible, and the past week’s business was made up 
mostly of small lots for spot shipment. Buyers seem to feel 
that if they can delay covering until summer that they will 
have an opportunity to get in at a lower figure. On the other 
hand, the pig iron manufacturers without exception are firm 
in their belief that under the existing condition of furnace 
stocks prices must remain steady 

Che pipe shops and other large users of iron in the South 
are all extremely busy, and great quantities of Birmingham 
iron are being used in this direction. 

Perhaps the greatest activity has been in Basic iron. Sev- 
eral large sales are reported again this week, and inquiry 
continues. The recent purchases of Virginia basic have sold 
up the furnaces pretty well through the third quarter, and 
naturally prices have stiffened up materially. While there 
continues to be a great dearth of higher foundry grades, 
buyers are not worrying themselves on this score, but seem 
content to let things drift along, purchasing from hand to 
mouth. The existing condition is a rather peculiar one, but 
the fact remains that summer is now at hand and those who 
have not provided for themselves must make up their minds 


to do something.
